“It is unlawful for livestock to 
roam at large on federal or state 
designated highways. Any cattle 
so found may be picked up, im- 
pounded, and the owner held re- 
sponsible. for the charges. There 
is a $5.00 fee per head for picking 


up, a $2.50 fee for impounding. 


them, and a $1.00 per day charge 
for feeding them. At the rate of 
. $7.50 per head plus $1.00 per day 
this can very well become expen- 
_ sive to the owner of stock picked 
up on the highway. 


“The above fact are incidental 
compared to the danger to driv- 
ers on our state roads, The Patrol 
will no longer tdlerafe this’ fla- 
grant threat to life and property.

1961 Cash Receipts From 
Farm Marketings 


Cash receipts from farm mark- 
etings by Mississippi farmers in 
1961 were up about 10 per cent 
from 1980. This percentage in- 
crease was the second highest in 
the Nation, exceeded only by the 
12 per cent increase in Florida. 


The preliminary estimates show 


Mississippi farmers received $657,- 
832,000 from sales of farm com- 
modities in 1961. Receipts from 
crops in 1961 accounted for 
$388,662,000 or 59 per cent of the 
total receipts, and livestock and 
livestock products at $269,170,000 
accounted for 41 per cent of the 
total. Receipts from crops were 
up about 13% per cent from 
1960, while livestock and products 
receipts increased 4% per cent.

Dr. Ivanoff has obsdfved a 
trend toward earliness in his hy- 
brid watermelon, Since early mel- 
ons bring best prices, this could 
be an important factor.
